SASKATCHEWAN

REGINA, Feb, 21. — (CP) — The

It 
true that Canada has not lent or leased mili- 
tary equipment to Britain. But if the critics 
of the lease-lend bil] want to make Canada 
the example for the United States, they will 
have to advocate a good deal more than that 
bill proposes, For while Canada is not leas- 
ing or lending Britain tools with which to 
fight it is doing a good deal better—it 
freely donating the tools and also supplying 
the men to use them 

There are now 60,000 Canadian fighting 
men in Britain, corresponding on a popula- 
tion basis to a United States army of about 
700,000 men These men were armed, 
clothed, transported and are being supported 
by Canada, at a cost as great to the Canadian 
taxpayers as the equipment, transport and 
maintenance of the 700,000 men would be 
to the taxpayers of the United States. This 
is only one item in the schedule of Canada's 
contribution to the fight for democracy, 
including the security of Canada and the 
United States, and it has not been 
a lease-lend basis, but as an 
contribution, That the fight is being made 
in and around Britain is only an accident of 
geography. 

If critics of the lease-lend bill would 
prefer to follow Canada’s policy, and con-

Having turned a firm and cold shoulder 
to proposals that Monsieur Pierre Levai 
should take over control of the Vichy gov- 
ernment, Marshal Petain and his colleagues 
| are being called upon to perform another act 
of faith to show their good will towards 
Hitler 

This act of faith, according to report, will 
take the form of a great trial of de Gaulle 
sympathizers at Vichy next Tuesday. Ac- 
cording to formula, these gentlemen will be 
condemned to death. But that will not matter 
| very much because most of them will not 
be there. And guillotining a man in absentia 
is a piece of legerdemain that even Goebbels, 
the champion trickster, has not yet mastered. 

The inherent childishness of the Nazi 
mind is apparent in this farce. 

Indeed, the very essence of Hitlerism is 
the confusion of shadow with substance, fact 
with fancy. Naziism is a doctrine of im- 
[oss The Fuchrer’s world state is a 
gigantic unreality. His victories, by their 
! very nature, are ephemeral. 

The Nazi menace is No more than a pro- 
digious nightmare, as incapable of fulfilment 
as is the removal of a man’s head when he 
isn't there. 

* * * 

Japan has made a quick answer to Bri- 
tain’s strengthening of Singapore and Hong 
Kong and the United States’ move to fortify 
certain of her Pacific bases. 

The Japanese reply comés in unique form 
| It is none other than an offer to mediate be- 
tween Britain and Germany and thus end 
the war. 

If this proposal i Japan's idea, it is 
merely naive and silly. For who would sub- 
mit litigation to an avowédly biassed judge’ 
{In this case, it would indicate that Japan is 
worried about the effect of her belligerence 
and seeks either to gain time or, to disarm 
suspicion by a childishly grandiloquent ges- 
ture 

If, on the other hand, this idea emanates 
from the Germans, it might have more subtle 
significance. 
| Probably Hitler knows that a proposal 
| from any Axis partner is both malodorous 
land suspect. But his curiosity about the 
British reaction to such nonsensical kite-fly- 
ing can not be restrained. He lives in con- 
| stant anxiety over what Britain is thinking. 
Thus, when an opportunity occurs to test her 
response to a suggestion of peace,.he is forced 
| by his mental turmoil to seize it. 

There is no other possible explanation of 
this offer of mediation than these two. And 
both are equally based in abnormal psy- 
| chology. 
| Indeed, the further this war drags along, 


| moral degeneration of the Axis leaders.

So far as Turkey is concerned, Hitler un- 
doubtedly plans to gradually usurp Russia’s 
influence. It is a reasonable expectation that 
the Turks will listen so long as the advice 
comes from Russia, When it begins to come 
directly from Hitler, they will balk.

Meanwhile, the Greek-Italian war has 
fallen into the doldrums. 

There is strong indication, however, that 
its tempo will be shortly increased by moie 
potent British assistance. 

There has arrived in Greece an undeter- 
mined number ef British Hurricane fighters 
which have been used already against Italian 
troops and as escorts for Royal Air Force 
bombers in raids on the Italians.

Japan's Decision 

The position of Japan today is in 
many ways similar to that of Mus- 
aolini at about this time a year ago. 
The question for Japan is whether 
to join Hitler in his war to destroy 
British sea power. 

Until the spring of 1940 Mussolini 
had been a diplomatic ally and a 
non-belligerent supporter of Hitler 
But his military activity had been 
limited and localized and separated 
from the great central struggle: 
Mussolini had used his armed forces 
only in Abyssinia, in the Spanish 


civil war, and in Albania, avoiding | 


direct collision with any great power 
in the democratic camp. Japan has 
thus far followed the same course: 
she is a diplomatic ally of Hitler but 
her military action has been in Man- 


churia, in China proper, and in 
French Indo-China. 
In June 1940, with the fall of 


France, Italy entered the great war, 
challenging British sea power in the 
Mediterranean and exposing her Af- 
rican empire to the hazards of war. 
The decision was taken by Mussolini 
on the assumption that Britain could 
not survive the fall of France, and 
that if he was to participate in the 
division of the British and French 
empires, he must when the war end- 
@d be in actual military occupation 
of all that he coveted. He knew that 
in Hitler's settlement of the world, 
Ttaly would get no more than what 
Ttaly held when the settlement was 
made The Japanese have for the 
past year been turning over in their 
minds a similar calculation. They 
realize that if Hitler loses the war in 


Europe, the most they can hope for | 


in Asia is a moderate, negotiated 
getilement with China, Russia, Great 
Britain and the United States; there 
will be no “new order” with Japan 
as the master. But they are suppos- 
ing also that if Hitler wins 


he will consider himself heir to the 
European possessions in the Far 
East, They are thinking that it will 
be Nazi Germany and not Japan 
which will claim title to the Dutch, 
French and British possessions in 
the East Indies, in southern Asia 
and in India itself. So

The Japanese calculation today 
like Mussolini's a year ago, depends 
upon a correct estimate of what 
Hitler can do to Great Britain. Mus- 
solini made a fatally false judgment 
in thinking that Hitler would win 
last year. This error has cost him 
his African empire and a good part 
of his fleet. Even if Hitler were to 
win this year, Mussolini wil] have 
lost the war for Italy. For even if 
Hitler wins against Britain, Musso- 
lini will not only not be occupying 


the lands he covets—Egypt and the | 


French African empire—but he will 
not even be in possession of the 
Italian empire. Therefore in relation 
to a victorious Hitler, the Italy of 
Mussolini will be a defeated nation 
entirely dependent upon Hitler's 
dictates 

The Italian people are being told 
that even if thea lose their war, Hit- 
Jer's victory will restore everything 
and some more besides. It is not pos- 


ible that intelligent Italians believe | 


this, For they can hardly have for- 
gotten that in the Versailles settie- 
ment, when they were present as 


one of the victorious Allies, they got | 


less than they thought they were 
entitled to. For twenty years they 
have been told by Mussolini that as 
victors in the other war they were 
cheated by their allies. They 
asked to believe thai after a 
military disaster in this war, Hitler

pire but will endow them with an 
expanded empire. They are asked 
to believe this when they know that 
they occupy German territory in the 
Tyrol and that in Trieste they hold

which, if at all, he ¢an conquer 
Britain. But above all they are mis- 
judging the military consequences 
to themselves if Hitler did drive the 
British out of Europe, Just as Mus- 
solini did not forsee that by driving 
the British out of France, Hitler 
would make it possible for the Brit- 
ish to send equipment for Waveil’s 
army in Egypt, since there was no 
longer a western front to consume 
equipment, driving the British 
out of Europe will drive a very 
large part of the British forces into 
Asia. The Japanese should not fore 
get that if Europe were lost to the 
British, the next great agglomera- 
tion of British peoples is in the 
region of which Singapore is the 
center, and tha, the British navy 
and air force ate sworn to defend 
not only the British Isles but the 
|whole British Commonwealth and 
its dependencies.

| danger of misunderstanding and 
|miscalculating the actions of the 
United States, and we, on our part, 
can do no greater injury to the 
cause of peace than to fail to make 
clear to Japan now, before she com- 
mits herself, irrevocably, that she 
cannot count upon our permanent 
neutrality.
